ARTIFICIAL KIDNEY 
CAN PURIFY BLOOD 


Pumps It From the Body, Extracts 
the Disease Germs and Returns 
Clean, Healthy Fluld to Veins 


That all of a human being’s blood 
can be pumped out of the arteries, 
cleaned in an artificial kidney and 
pumped beck into the body is claimed 
by learned doctors of Johns Hopkins 
University at Baltimore. 

With the perfecticn of the mar- 
velous new apparatus which has_been 
put out from the pharmacological 
laboratory of Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity under the supervision of Dean 


William H. Welch, some of the most 
vexing problems of the day probably 
will be solved. Kidney diseases are 
increasing with alarming rapidity. It 
{s thought that the Johns Hopkins 
artificial kidney in many cases will 
be successfully used to perform the 
blood purifying function in which the 
diseased natural kidney fails. 

The apparatus consists of 32 tubes 
contained !n a glass case. The tubes, 
made of a substance called celloidin, 
are connected at one end with a single 
tube which may be attached to an 
artery, and at the other with a tube 
which leads to a vein. Before the 
artificial kidney it attached to tho 
body, the tubes are filled with a 
solution of salt and water, When it

is put in position, the heart pumps 
the blood out from the artery into 
the tubes and forces the salt solution 
back into the veins to take its place. 

While in the tubes the blood is 
purified of its poisonous substances 
by dialysis—a process by which harm- 
ful substances contained in the blood 
seep throurh the delicate celloidin 
walls of the tubes into a fluld which 
is held in the outer space »etween 
the tubes and the glass case. By 
changing the composition of this fluid 
the physician can determine what 
substances shall pass into it by dlaly- 
sis of the blood. 

This astounding machine was uscd 
with complete success on dogs and 
other animals. The three physicians 
who made it, Dr. John J. Abel, Dr. 
Leonard CU. Rowntree and Dr. D. B. 
Turner, are elaborating an artificial 
kidney which they expect will be used 
on” humans with perfect safety, and 
will be invaluable for cleansing {m- 
pure blood.

NAPOLEON SHOWS HOW 
TO BECONWE A GENERAL 


Brilllant Advice of Greatest Soldler— 
Common Sense, Maps and Mathe- 
matics Are the Recipe 


A French colonel has been at con- 
siderable pains to scan the literature 


of Napoleon and select from it every 
observation of the greatest of military 
—geniuses that bears upon the art and 
science of war. Anybody can read 
what Napoleon advises. There is 
nothing manifestly obscure about his 
principles. If only one could read it, 
and then proceed to discomfit and de- 
stroy the Germans. One naturally 
turns to those precepts that ar. col- 
lected under the head, “How to be a 
Great Captain.” Napoleon was a great 
captain, and he knew undoubtedly how 
one ought to act in order to be ofte. 
|He says in the first place that one 
ought to make aggressive war. Napo- 
leon recommends that the soldier who 
aspires to be a great captain should 
read and reread the maxims and cam- 
| paigns of Alexander, Czesar, Hannibal, 
Gustavus Adolphus, Turenne, Eugene 
Ho fails to 
mention Marlborough in this connec- 
tion, though at another time he said 
; that Marlborough was the only Eng- 
‘lish general he would consider fit to 
cross a sword with. He insists that 
‘there is nothing vague or mysterious 
| about the art of war. Its general prin- 
‘ciples are unchanging, and most of 
them have to do with the blunders 
i the enemy. 


Experience no Teacher 


Napoleon said it was remarkable 
that though he had fought sixty battles 
he knew no more when he finished 
jthan when he _ began. Cesar, too, 
fought his, first battle Hke the last. 
He said that {t was a great art in 
battles to change the Mne of oper- 
ation during actloi. He attributed to 
this principle, of which he claimed to 
be the discoverer, his victory at Mar- 
engo. The simplect manceuvres were, 
in his opinion, the best. He added: 
“Yet one must have common sense. 
I cannot understand how generals can 
make mistakes; it is perhaps because 
they wish to act by inspiration. The 
most difficult thing is to guess the 
plans of the enemy—to perceive the 
truth in all the conflicting reports that 
you receive. It is like a fist fight. 
The more one hits the bettor. It is 
necessary, however, to study the map 
carefully.” 

His observations about generals 
were to this effect: “The timo for a 
commander-in-chief to work is night. 
If he uselessly fatigues himself during 
the day he is worn out at night. At 
Vittoris we were beaten because 
Joseph (Napoleon’s brother) slept too 
much. If I had slept the night of 
Eckmuhl I would never have executed 
that wonderful manceuvre, which was 
the finest I ever made. I multiplied 
myself by my activity. A general-in- 
chief ought not to sleep. The cssen- 
tial quality for a gei:eral is firmness— 
the rest is the gift of heaven. To 
be a good gencral one mut know 
mathematics; in a thousand circum- 
sStauces mathematics will serve to rec- 
tify ideas. Possibly I owe my success 
to my mathematical ideas. A general 
ought net to have too vivid an imagin- 
ation; that is worse than anything. 
Because the enemy has captured an 
outpost it does not necessarily follow 
that the entire army is there.” 

Analyzes Himself 

His own great gift of generalship 
he reduced to the possession of one 
gift—to see the truth clearly, and even 
in a talk to see through all the phases 
;of a question to its base; a gift one 
might think that has to be born in a 
man and cannot be acquired, even 
though all the military chronicles ever 
written were read and digested. Nat- 
urally enough, he blamed his own re- 
verses to hard luck and was unable 
to see that his enemies had any mili- 
tary gifts at all. He asserted that 
Wellington was an ordinary man, who 
was merely prudent. He had an alibi 
for every defeat. Of Waterloo, he said 
that all failed whe: all had won. “It 
might have restored Europe.” 


NIGHT FIGHTING IS BEST 


Darkness and Silence Essential to 
Most Important Movements 


Owing to the havoc caused by mod- 
ern artillery, commanders are now car- 
rying out a considerable number of 
their most important movements un- 
der the protective cover of darkness. 
The night attack is a form of tactics 
which is becoming increasingly popu- 
lar, and night fighting has developed 
Into quite a science. All ma.aner of 
Ingenious ruses are practiced to en- 
able large bodies of troops silently 
to advance across country and launch 
an unexpected attack on the enemy. 

The success of such tactics depends 
very largely on the silence with which 
they are carried out. During night 
operations troops ure strictly forbid- 
| den to carry their rifles at the “slope,” 
| which is to say, across their shoulder. 
| This is to prevent the muzzle of the 
rifle glittering in the moonlight above 
the undergrowth. The men have to 
carry their arms in tke ?ight band, 
but never with the left, the reason 
being that the bayonet is slung on 
the left side, and the weapon would 
continually rattle against the rifle, and 
cause a sound which could be heard 
for a long distance, especially if 
several hundred soldiers’ bayonets and 
tifies clashed. To cut noise down to 
a minimuin troops during a night at- 
tack never march in step. The steady 
thythmic tramp of several hundred 
men would be heard for miles. 

Hard roads are avoided, and the 
soldiers march in broken step each 
side of the road, on the grass, if pos- 
sible, twe columns of men occupying 
each side of the highway, this forma- 
tion being the usual marching forma- 
ation of ‘fours’ tut in two. Should 
an alarm be sounded the troops can 
quickly conceal themselves each side 
of a road, if they are marching at 
the side of it, and they are far more

{ WAR AND PERSONALITY 


The most striking feature of the 
present war is not the influence of one 
personality, but rather the splendid 
courage and heroism, both in fighting 
and bearing suffering, which has been 
manifested among the rank and file 
of our soldiers, so that these qualities 
are become not singular but common- 
place. The fear that our race had 
grown degenerate and unresponsive 
is now gloriously negatived, and by, in 
many cases, what was deemed the 
most unlikely material. Professor Pat- 
rick Geddes, Brita‘r.’s greatest socio- 
logist, speaking in London, said: 
“Most dramatic of all to me in my 
own everyday life and experience in 
Edinburgh has been the rapid change 
of the deteriorating loafer into a 
strong upright man. This refers to 
the large numbers of Edinburgh men 
of the poor class who have enlisted. 
Few have suffered more heavily than 
Scottish regiments; few have done 
more to cover themselves with im- 
perishable glory.

ATROCITIES AFFIRMED 


Report of Austrian Priests Makes 
Huns Out Worse 


Some timo ago a committee of Aus- 
trian priests with the approval of 
Archbishop Pifl of Vienna set out to 
investigate the alleged cruelties of 
German troops iu Belgium at the be- 
ginning of the war. It was hoped that 
the report of these priests, who had 
been admonished direct from the Pope 
to consider the evidence from an ab- 
solutely impartial standpoint, would 
clear the Germans in the eyes of the 
World. The report was handed to 
the Pope as well as to the Archbishop 
of Vienna, but the publication of it 
has been forbidden in Austria and Ger- 
many. In clerical circles in Rome, 
however, its contents are well known, 
and the reason why it is being kept 
secret in Germany and Austria is per- 
fectly plain. 

“The German War Department,” the 
report says, “has already admitted that 
many of the accusations made against 
the Belgian franc-tireurs are false.” 
Concerning the case of the parish 
priest of Oyenbrugge, the committee 
reports: “When the unfortunate priest 
returned to his parish he was arrested 
without any reason whatever and 
thrown into prison together with 
twenty-eight civilians. Here he was 
compelled to stand in the middle of 
the floor with the hands raised about 
his hese for several hours. When he 
finaily collapsed from exhaustion he 
was prodded with bayonets and struck 
with the butts of rifles. Soldiers tore 
his breviary to pieces and threw them 
into his face. They forced two civil- 
ians to strike him and spit into his 
face. Finally they threw a_ bucket 
of water over him while he was lying 
helpless on the floor, and whenever 
he moved they prodded him with 
bayonets. When the priest tried to 
push aside the point of a bayonet 
which almost touched his face a sol- 
dier sent a bullet through his head.” 
This is a verbatim .translation of a 
report made by trustworthy priests, 
each of whom {is personally known to 
the Archbishop of Vienna. 


GERMANY AND ALSACE 


Outrageous Treatment of Indomitablo 
of Conquered People 


If Germany ever had any illusions 
regarding the loyalty of the people of 
Alsace to her, they have completely 
disappeared and there is not tetter 
proof of this than the way in which 
German officials treat the people of 
the “Reichsland.” Their fury against 
them is boundless and every prison 
Is full of men and womer of all classes 
who have incurred German wrath. 
Soldiers of Alsatian birth are sert to 
the most dangerous part of the eastern 
front. The fidelity of the Alsatians 
to France is touching. Everybody 
speaks the Alsatian dialect, which 
most of the innumerable spies do not 
understand. 


Buckingham’s Workshop 

One of the finest carpenter’s work- 
shops in London is at Buckingham 
Palace. A little while ago the King 
had this workshop entirely refitted, 
and it now contains a splendid elec- 
trically-driven turning plant. In many 
of the rooms at the different Royal 
residences may be seen substantial, 
well made pieces of furniture that aro 
the handiwork of the King’s carpenter. 
All the packing cases in which the 
Royal gifts of flowers, frult, and game 
are desptched to various friends of 
their Majesties and charitable insti- 
tutions are also made in the workshop 
at Buckingham Palace, where about 
8,000 packing cases ‘are turned out 
every year.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any, 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter sectiom of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, S'ask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in peraon at the Donr 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each ef three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Dutiee—Must 
ceside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
honse worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

i the War 


The Salvation Army is an army of 
peace, that is, it was organized to 
bring about peace in the hearts and 
lives of men and Women through the 
salvation of Jesus Christ. It is also 
an army of war, and it can truly be 
said that no organization in the 
British Empire, in proportion to 
membership, has given to the service 
of King and country in greater num- 
bers than has the Salvation Army. 
Many thousands of Salvationists are 
on active service. Humanitarian 


work is being carried on everywhere , 


through their own ambulances on the 
battlefield; in Salvation Army build- 
ings placed at the disposal of the 
British government for hospital pur- 
poses; in the hundreds of buildings 
erected in the interests of the men ad 
the various training camps, and in 
any and every way that the boys in 
khaki can be administered to. 

It is estimated at a conservative 
figure that there are over 50,000 
Salvationists in the King’s army. 

Of this number upwards of 10,000 
are Salvation army bandsmen, many 
of whom are not’ only taking their 
places in the various battalion bands 
but actually filling the position of 
unofficially appointed chaplains. The 
‘dying have been comforted and pray- 
ed with in their last hours, the sick 
relieved and cheered; in facet, their 
work has been of a very commend- 
able character, 

The various corps in Alberta have 
contributed their quota, practically 
the entire S.A. bands of Calgary, 
Edmonton, Lethbridge, Medicine Hat 
and other points having volunteered 
for overseas service, 

Fifteen Salvation Army bandsmen 
are at present holding positions as 
bandmasters of Canadian hattalions. 

The Salvation Army has two units 
of ambulance motors in france given 
by the dalvation Army forces in 
Great britain, a unit of five cars giv- 
en by the Canadian Salvation Army 
and now in use in Russia, and also 
a unit of five ambulance cars at work 
in Kgypt with the Australian and 
New Zealand troops. These cars are 
all fully equipped for field hospital 
work and are manned by Salvation 
Army oflicers and soldiers who are 
in a position not only to minister to 
the body but also to the spiritual 
wants of the wounded. 

General Bramwell Booth recently 
contributed to the funds of the 
British Red Cross society from the 
S.A. Funds the sum of $10,000 to as+ 
sist in the Red Cross work. 

The Salvation Army of Canada has 


four officially appointed chaplains 
with the overseas forees: Adjutant 
Robert Penfold, Adjutant Bryan 


Robinson. Adjutant William Carroll 
and Captain Alfred Steele, all hold 
the rank of captain. Captain Penfold 
is working amongst the Canadian 
troops in France while the other 
three officers are still in England. 
Officers are also in attendance at each 
of the military training camps in the 
Dominion. Rest rooms are provided 
where the men can rest, read and 
write, writing materials being pro- 
vided in each case. 

A recent report handed out from 
the international headquarters in 
London, stated that in France, up to 
a recent date, the ambulance cars in 
that part alone had handled twenty 
thousand cases of wounded, carrying 
them from the field of battle to the 
hospitals. 

Adjutant Green, who is now with 
the New Zealand troops in Egypt, 
and who holds the honorary rank of 
captain in His Majesty’s forces, has 
recently been awarded a military 
medal for services rendered in the in- 
terests of the New Zealand troops. 

Salvation Army chaplains, official- 
ly recognized by the various govern- 
ments, are with the armies of Great 
Britain, and its colenies, France, 
Italy, Russia, Serbia, and, in fact, 
with almost all the belligerent na- 
tions. 

William Mckenzie, a Salvation 
Army officer, was appointed by the 
Australian government as one of the 
chaplains to accompany the great 
expeditionary foree that left Austra- 
lia in the autumn of 1914. He arriv- 
ed with the troops at Egypt, but 
when in due course they were sent 
to the Dardanelles he did not imme- 
diately follow. The Australians ar- 
rived in Gallipoli late in April. Me- 
Kenzie reached the front with tho 
first brigade of the Australians at 
the end of the first week of May. At 
the spot where he landed the Turk- 
ish trenches were within 50 yards. 
There had ‘not been as yet any chap- 
lains there. He was sent for because 
the boys themselves were most anxi- 
ous that he should be with them. 
They knew him and they liked him. 

There was abundant need for chap- 
lains. The troops had been paying 
very dearly for their boldness.  At- 
tacking the Turks without guns, arm- 
ed only with rifles and bayonets, and 
facing a deadly hail of shrapnel and 
machine gun fire, they had carried 
trench after trench, but at a cost of 
over 5,000 casualties. 


“STEW IN OUR OWN GRAVY.” 


His first work was to conduct the 
funeral service of the colonel of the 
dth battalion. ‘We found our eolon- 
el’s body,” he said, “lying in an ex- 
posed position. We buried him at 3 
p.m., and had to lie crouching to 
read the service. The bullets, mean- 
while, whistled over my head by thé 
hundred. I thought I was nearly out- 
ed on four separate occasion, twice 
with shells and twice with bullets. 
The first shell fell three feet behind 
me, and as 1 threw myself flat on the 
road, I got covered with soil thrown 
up by the shell. The second shell fell 
the next day, while conducting a fun- 
eral service. There were twenty of 
us, and the shrapnel fell all around, 
and even into the grave, although by 
a miracle none of us were hit. One 
bullet grazed the top of my head, and 
another my right ear.’ 

From a_ series of funerals under 
fire he went straight off for 24 hours 
with the men in the front trenches. 
“I may or may not come out of this 
struggle alive; but, whatever happens 


I am more than glad to be with the 
men and preach Jesus to them and 
try to live as a militant Christian 
should. I am supremely happy and 
will die for my country and in the 
interests of the men with readiness 
and without fear.’ 
S. A. CHAPLAIN IN EGYPT 

An inspiring glimpse into the na- 
ture of the work being done by Lieut 
Col. William McKenzie, S.A. chap- 
lain with the Australian expedition- 
ary force, is given in a letter from 
the colonel which Mrs. General Booth 
quotes in her -‘‘International Notes’’ 
contributed to ‘All the World’: 

“You will be pleased to hear,” the 
colonel writes, ‘that God is with us 
land working in our midst. We are 
‘having huge meetings with some soul 
saving results. There were 4,000, 
‘from two brigades, at my church 
parade on Sunday morning. General 
and staff in attendance, also Lord 
Radstock; a fine open-air at 6 p.m.; 
2,500 present at night meeting, with 
41 men seeking Salvation. 

‘“lhere were 20 seckers at) the meet 
ing last Wednesday night out of a 
company of 600. One hundred and 
fifty were present at Friday night's 
Bible class. Over 200 have professed 
conversion during the;past five weeks 

“Would you say this is a religious 
awakening ¢ 

“Two men got saved in my tent 
last Thursday night, and one on 
!Monday night. They are so ready to 
ilisten to me and seem to yield so 
willingly to (god. The Holy Spirit is 
working mightily, and I want to 
honor Him and be a channel through 
which He may flow unhindered. 

“What a privilege to be here and 
witness His working | Thousands are 
going to be gathered in. Alas ! there! 
are comparatively few who make the | 
insistent call for definite and immedi- , 
ate decision. However, let us rejoice’ 
for those whu do. May God add tou 
the number!”’ 

In another letter Colonel MelXeneie 
tells of his more intimately personal 
work among the troops—heart-to- 
heart talks with men—and of further 
conversions to God. He is distribut- 
ing large numbers of Testaments, 
‘which the men are reading. 

One of the Australian soldiers at 
present recuperating in England 
speaking of Colonel McKenzie’s work 
said: 

“We had a Salvation Army chap- 
lain with us,’’ “and he was a big, 
burly beggar, T can tell you, without 
a bit of nonsense in him. My ! Some 
of the stunts he did would make the 
hair stand on your head. One day we 
were setting out for one of the worst 
Ibits of the whole show. We had to 
storm the stiffest part of the Turkish 
front, and we knew very well that 
not many of us were likely to come 
hack. McKenzie declared he was com- 
ing with us, ‘Boys.’ he said,  ‘T’ve 
prayed with vou ani I've preached to 
you, and do you think T am afraid to 
die with you? I’d be ashamed of my- 
self to funk it when you are up a- 
gainst it hard.’ And he came along 
with us and not in the back line. 
either. All he had with him was a 


little stick, and he came out of 


fight without a scratch. T do not be- 
long to the Salvation Army and I’m 
not likely to belong to it, but I do 
know a man when I meet bim. And 
he was a man!”

Ottawa, Can., May 27 ,'16 
To the Editor of the ‘‘News’:— 

Dear Sir,—The breeding of horses 
has become a matter of prime neces- 
sity. Before the war commenced 
there was a slump in prices owing to 
financial conditions and the inroads 
of motor power that led to a cessa- 
tion of breeding, Then the war camo 
with its demand for certain classes. 
Following the previous decline in the 
demand many farmers sacrificed their 
mares, The result is a serious deple- 
tion and a sure scarcity. 

The demand is increasing and will 
continue to increase long after peace 
has been declared. If Canada is to 
take advantage of the situation tho 
time to start in is now. There will 
be an assured market demand for 
foals at weaning time from mares 
bred now. 

Not. only has the wastage by rea- 
son of war been enormous, but in 
all the belligerent countries, not 
omitting Great Britain, there has 
either been a partial stoppage or a 
whole stoppage of breeding by reason 
of the scarcity of labor, the disturb- 
ed conditions, or entire devastation. 

Whether the war lasts or _ ccases 
there must continue an undiminish- 
ed demand for horses. When peace

British soldiers on February 7. He 
will undergo surgical treatment here. 
He was wounded by shrapnel at 
Ypres on April 23, 1915. Half of his 
foot was shot away. He has very 
little praise for the treatment meted 
out to the British prisoners by the 
German authorities. 
| ‘They simply starved us,” he said. 
“For three days after I was wounded
